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REGULAR MIETING OF THE OITY CCUNCII:;
Auetin, Texas,Varch &, 1928,

The Oouncil was called to order by the Mayor. Roll call showed the
following members pregeéent: Mayor McFadden, Councllmen Lueller, Pannell,
Reecd, and Stecx, 5; absent, none.

The Minutes of the last meeting were read and Councilman Pannell
moved the adoption of same. Motion was seconded by Councllman liuellexr and
same prevalled by the followlng vote: Ayes, Yayor McFadden, Councilmen
Mueller, Pannell, Reed, and 3teck, 5; nays, none.

Horace Barnhart appeared before the Councll with reference to the
establishment of a Playgrounds and Recreation Department for the City. After
a discussion of the matter, the Counoll instructed the City Attorney to draw
an ordinance creating this Department and subait same to the Council.

Mayor MoFadden laid before the Council the following resolution:

WHERZAS, Frank R. Barron is the contractor for the construction of a
building for Q. 0. Norwood, to be situated on Lote 11 and 12, in Original
Block &3, Oity of Austin, and the plans of said building contemplate the
uge of the space under the sidewalk on Weat Seventh Street abutting on
said property; and in order to effect such user, 1t will become necessary
to excavate in and under the present sldewalk, and to construct in lieu
thereof another sidewalk adequate for pedestrian traffic, and %o construct
in and under said sidewalk a sidewalk elevator having a width of § feet
and a length of 3 feet; therefore,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE OITY COUNOIL OF THE OITY OF AUSTIN:

1. THAT Frank R. Barron, as the contractor, and 0. O. Norwood, as the
owner of seid building, be granted the privilege to excavate in and under
the sidewalX on Test Seventh Street abutting lots 11 and 12 in Original
Block 83, City of Austin, to the proper depth contemplated in the plans and
gpecificaticas of said bulilding, and that thereafter sald J. 0. Norwood,as
the owner of sald ovullding, and kie successors and assigns, may oscupy and
use the space under said sidewalk, subject to the terms and limitations
hereinafter set forth.

2, THAT the above privileces are granted to seid Frank R. Parror and to
said O, 0. Norwsod upon the following expruas terms and oonditions:

{1} That eaid Frank R. Barron shall conatruct, in lieu of the
sldewalk now exlsting at said plece, a sidewalk in accordance with the
present sidewalk and curb ordinances, in go far as applicable, and with
lines to be furnished by the City Engineer, embracling the area from the
south property lirne of I1nt 12 in the Original Block €3, Clity of Austlin, to
the outer face of the curb as follows: the south face of the curt on the
aorth side of%egt Seventh Street opposite gaid Lot 12 shall be 30 feet nnrth
of and parallel to the established center line of Test Seventh Street.

{(2) That the sidewalk shall be congtructed in accordance with the
following epecificationa:; The edge »f the sidewzlk adjacent to the bullding
shall ve supported with girdere and columns >f sufficlent aize and re-

inforcement to cerry the dead weight of the sidewalk slab, a live load of

250 pounds per gquare foot over the sidewalx and any superimposed dead or
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liv; loudu-oVer said uupporilﬁﬁ rida;s uld Eolumnﬁ; to the oidcﬁulx or tulilding
foundatisn. The szidewalk ghall be constructed of a reinforced concrete slab of
at least 7 inches in thickness snd reinforced with 5/3 inch round reinforcing
tars, spaced not more than b6 1/2 inches cenier to center . The outside edye
of the sidewalk shall be supported and the earth under the street held back
with a reinforced concrete retaining wall, at least 12 inches in thickness and
not more than 12 1/2 feet in height, measured from the top of the basement floor -
to the bottom of the sidewalk sledb, and shall be reinforced with at least 3/4
inch round reinforcing bare, apaced not more than 12 inches center to center,
and 1/2 inch round spacer bars, not more than 2% inches center to center, with
at least 2 3/4% inch round reinforelng bare in the base of the retainings wall
running parallel 1o 1t. The sidewalk elevator shall be supported on its east
and west sidesa by reinforced concrete beams 9 1/2 inches in width and 22 inches
in depth, reinforced with 2 7/8 inch round reinforeing bars and 8 3/8 ineh
round bar stirrups. I+ shall be supported on its north side by a reinforced
concrete beam 7 1/2 ‘inches in width and 18 inches in depth, reinforced with
1 5/8 ineh round reinforcing bar, 1 3/4 inch round reinforoing bar, and 10 1/4
inch round bar gtirrups, and shall be supported on ite south side by the
sidewalk retaining wall. 8Said sidewalk elevator shall be located midway between
the east and west property lines of said Lot 12 exteénded, with its & foot side '
adjacent to and parallel to the north face of the sgidewalk retalning wall, and
shall be covered with rough surfaced iron or reinforced concrete doors
rabbetted flush with the sidewalk designed to carry a dead and live load equal
to the design load of the gidewalk slab. S3aid doors shall be equipped with
automatically raising guard ralls or some equivalent device for the protection
of the hatchway when open. All hinges, loc¥s, door flanges and the like ghall
be finished flush with the gurface of the sidewalk. Said iron or reinforced
congrete doors shall bve kept normally closed. Boxes, crates, cartons, materials
and goods and the like to be let into the bullding by way of the sidewalk
elevator srhall at no tize be stacked or placed around said elevator in such a
manner &8s to obstruct or interfere with pedestrian traffic along the sldewalk.
All dimengions and quantities of relnforced concrete and reinforcing
steel 1n the zbove described construction are based upon the assumdtion that
the conerete shall test at least 2,000 pounds per square inch in compressive
strength 28 days after pouring, and that reinforcing steel shall test a
sufficlient tensile strength to give an allowable working stress of 15,000 pounds
per asguare inch.

(3) That said Frank R. Barron will be required to change the sidewalk and
retaining wall lines where, in the opinion of the City Ingineer it Lecomes
neceesary to do so, to allow any pipes, conduits, storm water intankes and the
like to extend north of the West Seventh Street curt line as set forth. Where
the retalining wall ig offget to pass around any of the above deccrited plpes,
condults, and storm-water intakes, a thickness of 12 inches in the wall shell
be maintained, wnich csame to be reinforced with 5/2 inch round reinforcing tars,
spaced nor more than 12 inchkes, center to center. Tnere the gidewalk slac
pasgee over any pipcs, condulis, storm-water intakes, and the like, the same

shall ve supported ty beaxs or suppcrting zembers of ample size and »roper

reinforcexent to carry the dead and 1live loed anticlpated in the gildewalz deszign
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to the footings or retaining vall foundntions, without placing o strain upon
any pipes, condulte, storm-water intaxec, and the 1ike.

(4) That the sidewalk herein specified and provided for shall be completed
by seid Frank R. Barron in accordance with said specificaticng, and to the
full satisfaction and approvel of the Clty Manager of the Clty of Austin,noct
later than November 1, 1928, and that same shall be opened for public traffic
y at such time thereafter as may be determined by the City Manager. £ at any

time before the gidewalks are constiructed, the work of erecting the tuilding
is abandoned, said 0. 0. Norwood, by the acceptance and employment >f the
privileges herein granted, nevertheless 1s otligated to construct the sidemalk
to completlion within the time above specified and according to the above
specifications, irrespective of the fact that building activities may have
ceased; and in event that building motivities have ceasged, said 0.0.Norwood,
shall, in eddition, congtruct a relnforced concrete guard rell not less than

4 1/2 feet in height along the scuth property line of sald Lot 12 and aleng
the east property line of said lLots 11 and 12 in Block 83, the design of said
guard rails to be approved by the City Manager.

. (5) That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted, shall not be
exclusive as agalnst public needs, and the Citv, in making such grant,reserves
the right to enter and oocupy any rart or all of sald space at any time with
its public utilities or for other necessary publio purposes.
